BISHOP SMITH WILL SAIL 
TOMORROW FOR HONOLULU 


In a letter from Bishop Charles W. 
Smith, father of Rev. C. L. Smith or 
thle city, in the current week's issue 
of the Pittsburg Christian Advocate, 
the bishop, under date of Portland. 
Ore., January 7, say*: 
"January 23 my daughter and I will 
sail from San Francisco for the Haw 
allan Islands, where It will be my 
duty to give attention to the English 
Japanese and Korean work. The mid 
die of March will find us back here 
again. 
"I am writing on the 7th of January. 
For three days we have had winter. 
The wind ha* 
been

down from the Cascade range in the 
cast, bringing us snow.

The city is almost paralyzed 
The schools have closed, 'the electric 
car lines are almost out of commis 
asm. 
Men find great difficulty in get 
ting to their offices and places of bus! 
ness. 
The mercury has gone as low 
as HI above aero, ami water pipes ai** 
frozen kl many houses, making 
the 
plumbers happy. Thus a storm which 
would attract no attention where the 


reader* of 
this 
paper 
live is 
a 
'scorcher,’ or rather a 'freezer 
here, 
because the people are so little ac 
oustomed to such an experience, 
it 
ta amusing to see the electric cars 
trying to cope with the snow. 
They 
have no enow plows, or sweepers, and 
cannot, therefore, remove live snow 
from the tracks. 
This make* it dim 
cult and at time* impossible to get 
on. 
The cars will stall on a grade 
which ta a little steep and run back to 
get another start. 
Th** conductors 
carry brooms and get out and sweep 
the snow off the tracks to give the 
cars a chance to get hold of the rails 
To increase the power two cars are 
put together, and in son)* cases one 
of the tracks on a street is abandoned 
and they run both ways on the same 
track so as to keep It open as well as 
possible.
